The CMA's classes for young artists offer an artistic freedom that helps foster a 
creative atmosphere like no other in the Cleveland area. Instead of studying art from a text 
book, students at the CMA have the privilege of studying masterpieces that specifically 
relate to their studio art projects. The museum also allows young artists to create and 
draw inside its many galleries — an opportunity few museums offer. "Students have the 
advantage of being in these galleries, where they can look at and think about the 
wonderful works of art," said CMA acting education director, Marjorie Williams. "So they 
don't just end with a craft project. They end with something from their own creative 
expression that's based on great artists in the museum." 

The CMA classes also offer exceptional art instruction by talented local artists and 
professional art teachers. This year's teaching staff includes well-known ceramist George 
Woideck, currently serving as the president of the New Organization for the Visual Arts. 
The fall classes will meet on Saturdays from October 4 to November 22. Each class will be 
offered twice on Saturdays at the following times: 10:15 a.m. to 1 1:45 a.m. and 1:30 p.m.
